WASHINGTON, UT—The Soviet 
government apparently has con­ 
cluded a policy reappraisal and 
decided against paying a (ugh price 
—In either concessions or threats 
—to block Western rearming' of 
West Germany, American officials 
believe. 
Russia’s latest moves to prevent 
the conversion of West Germany 
into a member of the anti-Soviet 
defense alliance are considered 
here obviously lacking in boldness 
and effectiveness. 
This is taken to mean that in a 
sense the Soviet government is re­ 
signed to German rearmament.

that the 
Kremlin may have reached this at­ 
titude because (I) it was unwilling 
to let Germany be unified on West­ 
ern terms and (2) it was unwilling 
to threaten seriously use of mili­ 
tary forces against the west.

Bolden is due here from Moscow, 
probably tomorrow, for talks open­ 
ing Wednesday with President Eis­ 
enhower and Secretary of State 
Dulles on Soviet policy and the 
state of relations between the 
United States and Russia. 
Dulles and French Premier Men- 
des-France 
announced 
Saturday 
that in their view the Western 
Powers should come through with 
“early ratification” of the agree­ 
ments to make West Germany a 
defense partner. They thus reject­ 
ed a public offer by Soviet For­ 
eign Minister Molotov to delay a 
European security conference he 
has proposed provided the Western 
Powers were willing to delay rati­ 
fication of the German treaty. 
Dulles and Mendes-France, wind­ 
ing up four days of talks here, 
said that once the treaties are 
ratified they would be ready to 
go into “adequately prepared nego­ 
tiations” with Russia, but “not into 
improvised debates intended main­ 
ly for propaganda.” 
The Soviet Union probably will 
get this week notes being drafted 
in London by U. S., British and 
French officials turning down the 
Soviet call for a meeting Nov. 29. 
Russia is thus faced with a solid 
Western front on its various moves 
to substitute an East-West security 
system in Europe for the Western 
defense program to include a re­ 
armed Germany. 
Several years ago many Ameri­ 
can officials felt German rearma­ 
ment at the showdown stage would 
involve serious risk of war with 
Russia.

CLEVELAND UP) — Osteopath 
Samuel H. Sheppard once admitted 
that he lied about his affair with a 
pretty hospital, technician, a Cleve­ 
land detective testified today. 
Detective R o b e r t F. Schottke 
told Sheppard’s murder jury from 
the witness stand that Sheppard 
made this admission to him on 
July 31, conceding that he stayed 
at the same home with Susan 
Hayes in California, and gave her 
a wristwatch. 
Prior to that, said Schottke, 
Sheppaad denied he stayed with 
Miss Hayes at the home of a fel­ 
low osteopath, Dr. Arthur Miller, 
of near Los Angeles, last March. 
Under questioning by Assistant 
Prosecutor Thomas J. Parrino, 
Schottke testified: 
“We asked him about Susan 
Hayes and he said ‘yes,’ he had 
lied about her and did stay with 
her at the home of Dr. Miller, and 
he gave her a wristwatch. 
“He said that when he was in 
Los Angeles, his wife told him to 
see Susan Hayes and have a good 
time. 
“He said he told his wife about 
Susan so that someone else would 
not tell her first. We asked him 
if he had told his wife about other 
women, and he said yes. He said 
he always told her about other 
women because he did not want 
her to get the wrong impression 
if someone else told her.” 
Schottke said that on the date 
of this questioning, Dr. Sheppard 
refused to answer any questions 
about what happened on July 3 and 
4, claiming he was acting on the 
advice of his attorney.

Uncle Admits 
Slaying Niece 
In Missouri 


Tells Sheriff He Was 
Afraid Family Going 
To Take Her Away 


LEBANON, Mo. tffl—A mild-man­ 
nered bookkeeper who developed 
an infatuation for his pretty 11- 
year - old niece admitted l a s t 
night that he killed her. Then he 
lead officers on a 226-mile hunt for 
the body. 
Police found the fully clothed 
body of Jeannette Earnest about 
four miles east of here in a pile 
of leaves just off U.S. Highway 66. 
The schoolgirl, missing from her 
Fort Worth, Tex., home since last 
Tuesday, had been shot in the 
right temple. 
Her uncle, Thurman Priest, 48, 
of Grand Prairie, Tex., is charged 
with kidnaping. 
Sheriff Bill Decker quoted Priest 
as saying: 
“I was afraid the family was 
going to take the girl away from 
me. If I couldn’t have her, no one 
else could.” 
The child’s mother recently re­ 
stricted Priest’s visits with the girl. 
Decker also said Priert told him 
he didn’t know why he shot Jean­ 
ette — “there’s no reason.” 
“She is gone,” he told a Kansas 
City Star reporter and detectives. 
“And as far as I’m concerned, I 
am willing to go too. I don’t want 
to try to get out of it. I feel like 
a great burden had been taken off 
my mind.” 
Officers said that during the 226- 
mile trip through Kansas, Okla­ 
homa and Missouri, Priest sobbed 
hysterically several times. He fi­ 
nally directed officers to an oak 
tree grove and said: 
“The body’s out there.” 
He remained trembling in the 
car. 
Sheriff Decker quoted Priest as 
saying he had “struggled with the 
girl m the woods, blacked out and 
heard an explosion. 
“The next thing I knew she was 
lying there dead.” 
After an autopsy, Coroner Stan­ 
ley R. Palmer Jr. reported there 
were “no signs of criminal attack.” 
Until yesterday Priest arrested 
Wednesday at Mount Vernon, Mo., 
had steadfastly denied knowing 
what happened to Jeannette. 
The girl, who looked older than 
her ll years, was taken Tuesday 
while waiting near a self-service 
laundry for her mother. Witnesses 
reported Priest had picked her up. 
Priest told detectives and a news­ 
paperman that after leaving Fort 
Worth he drank heavily. He said 
Jeannette had left Texas willingly 
with him and they‘were going to 
Ohio and then send for his wife 
and his 18-year-old daughter. 
“I loved the child for so long. I 
wanted her so bad to be happy. 
She was like another daughter to 
me,” he said. 
Mrs. Priest is a sister of Jean­ 
nette’s mother. She and Priest 
were married about a year ago. His 
18-year-old daughter, is by a pre­ 
vious marriage. 
Decker said Priest told him he 
had killed Jeannette about sunrise 
Wednesday morning with a .32-cal­ 
iber automatic.

Against New 
Tax Slash 


Officials Say Final 
Decision Hinges On 
Business In Future 


WASHINGTON UFI — Sentiment 
within the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion appeared today to be running 
strongly against any new tax re­ 
duction next year unless business 
falters. 
High officials of four federal 
agencies, which presumably will 
influence the shaping of President 
Eisenhower’s recommendations to 
Congress in January, indicated in 
interviews that a final decision on 
tax policy hinges on business de­ 
velopments of the next several 
weeks. 
But each said the state of gov­ 
ernment finances — a $4,700,000,000 
deficit is expected by June 30 — 
does not justify further business 
or individual tax cuts, assuming 
that the'economic recovery is still 
on the upbeat at the turn of the 
year. 
This probably means that the 
administration not only will oppose 
a further income tax reduction, 
advocated by a number of the 
Democrats whose party will con­ 
trol the next Congress, but will 
take a 
stand against scheduled 
reductions in corporate income and 
excise tax rates. 
The corporate tax rate is due 
to drop from 52 to 47 per cent 
April I, ender present law. 
Several excise levies, including 
those on automobiles and gasoline, 
also are due for reduction next 
spring. 
One of the officials interviewed 
said: 
“We cannot afford any tax re 
duction in 1955. It is a pretty safe 
guess that the administration will 
oppose even the scheduled reduc­ 
tions.” 
Another official, pointing to the 
likelihood of lower federal reve­ 
nues next year, said: 
“Unless the business situation 
calls for relief, I cannot see how 
we can initiate tax cuts.” 
A third official said: 
“If we get a strong economic 
expansion — and this is the prob­ 
ability — it would seem inappro­ 
priate to reduce taxes.” 
The fourth hinted that agreement 
had been reached to defer the tax 
decision until the end of the year, 
when “economic prospects may 
have clarified a lot.” He said he 
expected the production and job 
outlook to be healthy enough to 
do away with the need for new 
stimulation of the economy through 
tax relief. As did the others, he 
asked not to be named.

Russia’s latest proposal for a European secur­ 
ity conference embracing as many as 30 coun­ 
tries is not fooling anyone because it was made 
in obvious bad faith. 
United States will consult with its allies and 
those who claim to be cold war “neutrals,” 
but there isn’t a chance of acceptance, and even 
if there were, the likelihood of a favorable 
climate for successful discussions is remote, 
indeed. 


European security is something every free 
nation would cherish, but only now, after all 
these years of fear and uneasy peace, do the 
Reds come forward with a gesture to achieve 
it. 


And it is stacked because the Communists 
have a motive. They are confronted with the 
strong possibility that German rearmament will 
soon become a reality and they would like to 
scare the teetering French into blocking it. 
If there is one thing that the free world has 
learned it is that you can’t deal with the Reds 
from a point of weakness. 
Like a starving man at the festive board, 
they will gobble up everything in sight with no 
sense of justice or regard for the rights of 
others. 
Secretary of State Dulles is trying to get 
the Atlantic Alliance ratified before giving any 
serious thought to discussions with the Soviet 
Union. 
Then, and then only, can we go into a con­ 
ference with potent bargaining weapons and the 
strength of unity on our side. 
It is our guess that Russia will not be nearly 
so anxious to talk European security after the 
die on German rearmament has been cast. She 
will not then be In the bullying position that 
has been so advantageous to her in the past. 
But the Communist mind is resourceful and 
it is not at all fanciful to expect that some form 
of Iron Curtain bloc will be reactivated as a 
competing influence. 
With differences in the West resolved and a 
rearmed Germany on our side, the Russians 
might find it e x p e d i e n t to recognize the 
inevitable. 


France’s Formula 
Premier Mendes-France has his own formula 
for fighting communism. 
He wants to make living conditions in France 
and elsewhere in the free world so good that 
the Communists won’t have a chance. 
That’s why, he told President Eisenhower on 
his visit to Washington, he is putting so much 
emphasis on economic reforms in his own 
country. 
Unfortunately, this sort of reform takes money 
—big bundles of it — and that is one of the 
prime reasons for the French premier’s trip to 
the United States. 
He told the Senate, amid loud applause, of 
France’s gratitude for American war and post­ 
war aid, which could be interpreted as a re­ 
sourceful prelude to another touch. 
We feel that Mendes-France has a better 
chance than any of his short-lived predecessors 
to influence France into adapting herself to her 
means instead of indulging in, as he describes 
it, “illusions of grandeur.” 
But the big pitch in Mendes-France’s reper­ 
toire is his insistence that the western powers 
must seize the diplomatic initiative if they are 
to entertain any hope of success in the cold war. 
That is the ultimate goal of mending economic 
fences at home. If the free world starts from 
a position of strength within its own framework, 
it will be better able to achieve a united front 
and thus force peaceful coexistence upon the 
communistic world. 
In short, the dynamic little premier wants to 
win the battle of ideologies by example. 
He wants the free world to learn how to sell 
the great advantages it has to offer. 


A other Link Breaks 
Probably everyone who goes to the movies 
has seen Lionel Barrymore on the screen, but 
younger cinema patrons have seen him only in 
character parts, playing roles of an elderly 
man, usually in a wheelchair—and for a long 
time that Is precisely what he was in real life. 
an old man. crippled, confined to his wheelchair 
but refusing to retire. 
He died the other day at 76. and those famil­ 
iar with the magnificent Barrymore family, and 
its Inter-linked Drew fam ily, can now murmur 
the usual things about a great stage tradition on 
the way out. John Barrymore, who died some 
years ago. was of course considered the better 
actor, and to be sure Ethel Barrymore sur­ 
passed them both. 
Lionel was popular among his fans, although 
difficult with his associates. He was happiest 
on the stage, but the stage sagged a lot when 
the flickers came In. He always played the 
role of Lionel Barrymore, of course; he couldn’t 
be, or portary, anybody else, and Hollywood 
kept him pretty closely typed so that any real 
acting talents he may have brought from Broad­ 
way had little chance. Hollywood does things 
like that. He got along nicely on his Barrymore 
name and tradition, but added little to them by 
himself.

More On The Subject Of Conformity 


The great profession of public 
relations is engaged in bringing 
pressures upon all of us to conform 
to notions which each side says 
r e p resent ma­ 
jority opin io n 
If every t i m e 
the phrase “av­ 
erage A rn e r i- 
can” is used one 
knew exa c 11 y 
w h a t w a s 
meant, it surely 
w o uld produce 
the evi d e n c e 
that there is no 
George Sokolsky s u c h creature, 
that most people think for them­ 
selves, more or less, and come to 
the very practical conclusion that 
we can only do the best we can 
in a very troubled and confused 
world. Certainly the recent elec 
tion does not provide any guide 
to what the “average American” 
thinks about anything. 


ALAN VALENTINE, who used to 
be President of the University of 
Rochester and has held important 
positions in the government, recent­ 
ly wrote: 
“Good citizens are recognizing 
that deference to popular opinion 
in their highest civic virtue, that 
who questions the wisdom of the 
majority is unworthy of their tol­ 
erance, that private doubts cannot 
be harbored in ^democratic socie­ 
ty. But there still remain, alas, 
intransigent reactionaries devoted 
to an outworn liberal tradition; 
there are still some self-opinion­ 
ated descendants of Voltaire and 
Thomas Paine, and our universi­ 
ties still give asylum to perverse 
professors who are confirmed ad­ 
dicts of independent thought. Were 
it not for them, the nation might 
already have attained full cerebral 
standardization.” 
This I took to be satire because 
it is in an article entitled “A Mod­ 
est Proposal for the Care and Use 
of Subversives,” which is a re­ 
minder of Dean Swift’s suggestion 
about eating babies to avoid fa­ 
mine in Ireland. Satirical as these 
sentences may be, the idea does 
prevail among too many of our 
citizens that because a government 
official says something, it is ipso 
facto true and should be accepted. 


THE CITIZEN’S problem, how­ 
ever, is not so much to accept 
judgments as it is to get at facts; 
what he is being fed, even in the 
news, is propaganda from a thou­ 
sand sources. The “self-opinionated 
descendants of Voltaire and Thom­ 
as Paine” need not all be so - 
called liberals; they may be — 
and I think most of them are — 
conservatives who form a minority 
in a world that is moving toward 
socialism. 


After the United States went to 
war, we were all told that we 
must love our ally, Russia. A pro­ 
paganda that reached down to the 
elementary grades in the schools 
told of the wonders of Soviet Rus­ 
sia. Anyone who questioned the 
wisdom of this propaganda w a s 
called a Fascist, pro-Nazi, pro-Ja­ 
panese, a Hitler-defender, an anti- 
Semite. 
Then when the cold war started, 
we were all supposed to change 
our m i n d s like the Rockettes 
change their stops. Suddenly, we 
were told how wicked the Rus­ 
sians really are. Now that “co­ 
existence” is being thought of as 
a policy, we are supposed to think 
that when Stalin died, and Malen­ 
kov took his place, something sud­ 
denly happened to the Russian 
character and mortality w h i c h 
might make everything different. 
Presumably, when the-Russians 
take their next step in the develop­ 
ment of the Soviet Universal State, 
we shall be asked to change our 
minds again. 


IT IS NOT so long ago that this 
same kind of government propa­ 
ganda was devoted to causing us 
to believe that Chinese Communists 
are not Communists at all but “ag­ 
rarian reformers.” 
I never shall forget listening to 
a businessman, who fancies himself 
as a great authority on foreign 
relations, telling me that he had it 
from substantial people that these 
Chinese Communists were not as­ 
sociated with the Russians at all, 
that they were only interested in 
land reform. 
When I told him about my per­ 
sonal experiences with these same 
Chinese Communists, from 1921 to 
1931, he said, “Well, I have it from 
very substantial people that all they 
want is land reform.” Then came 
the Korean War. 
There is no greater pressure for 
conformity from the most ardent 
conservatives than from the gov­ 
ernment itself and to one who re­ 
spects the memory of Voltaire and 
Thomas P a i n e all intellectual 
goose-stepping is a mark of moral 
degeneration. 
When a congressional committee 
investigates subversion and espion­ 
age, it is not pressing for con­ 
formity; it is investigating subver­ 
sion and espionage, in which any­ 
one may engage if he is willing 
to risk the consequences of viola­ 
tions of the law. 
There always have been men and 
women who forthrightly and cour­ 
ageously were willing to take that 
risk for what they believed to be 
true without hidding behind the 
Fifth Amendment or any other de­ 
vice.

To The Point Of Absurdity

Hie present meeting of the Sen­ 
ate on the McCarthy charges sug­ 
gests a convocation of gluttons 
considering the punishment of a 
member for eating too much. If 
any vestige of humor were left in 
that body, someone would rise and 
present a list of so many charges 
against so many senators that the 
whole thing would explode in a 
roar of gusty laughter. 
These people, including Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy, are trying to convince 
people that a group of politicians 
who came up the rocky road of bil­ 
lingsgate, double-talk, slander, and 
abuse can, when sworn in as mem­ 
bers of a body designated by the 
Constitution as the Senate, turn 
themselves into a body of dignified, 
sincere, judicial, and polite states­ 
men. That is asking an overly cre­ 
dulous public just too much. 


WHILE THESE men are of us, 
chosen by us, and represent us, 
and are on average better than 
most of us, most of them have a 
long career behind them of rough 
and tumble campaigns to get elect­ 
ed to various offices. Consider 
what that means. Think of the im­ 
promptu speeches on hot, steamy 
mornings on courthouse steps be­ 
fore a scattering of loafers mixed 
with honest citizens. That is no 
moment for Chesterfieldian man­ 
ners or Burkean language. Things 
have to be overstated or they are 
lost in the murky atmosphere of 
confusion. 
There are always de­ 
mands for ‘give ’em hell’ talk. 
Harry S. Truman knew that and 
won the presidency precisely that 
way. 
Consider the evening meetings in 
village halls with a group of sniv­ 
eling, inattentive youngsters on the 
front seats and a scattering of cit­ 
izens and their wives in the rear— 
with poor lighting, deplorable ven­ 
tilation, and noisy echoes from the 
street and slamming doors in the 
rear. You go through all that if 
you get to be a senator. 


PERHAPS, after a long time. 
when you get established in the 
affections of your state you can be 
dignified, as was the great Sen. 
Borah. But two men of stature 
tried that this year, and after Jan­ 
uary they will be just plain Guy 
Cordon and Homer Ferguson. Cam­ 
paigning against them were plenty 
of people who were willing to wade 
through the mire for the jobs. 
Perhaps the language which is 
being used will b* attributed to 
frayed tempers and overstrain. But 
the whole training of a politician 
hardens him against losing his 
temper. Instead, he keeps his tem­ 
per but simulates anger, just as a 
Garrick simulates grief. 
It isn’t anger that provokes the 


strong talk on both sides of this 
messy affair. It is habit. It is the 
innate nature of people who have 
survived in a politcal life in which 
sensitive souls perish or are driv­ 
en away. 


TO UNDERSTAND what t h i s 
rather strong language of mine 
means, read if you will all of the 
Senate debate on Aug. 2 when Sen. 
Flanders read the charges .pre­ 
pared for him by the Committee 
for a More Effective Congress. Mc­ 
Carthy was likened to Hitler and 
at the same time he was pictured 
as aiding the Communist conspir­ 
acy. 
Sen. Lehman in every campaign 
compared his opponents with Nazis 
as long as that term was usable. 
The Senate is getting itself into 
a morass from which it can never 
escape unless it quickly resolves 
this matter. So long as we are 
what we are, and as a consequence 
senators are what they are, strong 
language will be the order of the 
day. Perhaps a motion is in order 
to censure the human race. 
Mixed Groups 
New educational ideas and farm­ 
ing methods are accepted more 
rapidly by communities of mixed 
national and religious backgrounds 
than by those with a common 
heritage and faith. 
That conclusion was reached by 
a University of Wisconsin profes­ 
sor who sent workers ino 38 Wis­ 
consin neighborhoods to find what 
effects religious and racial heri­ 
tage had on general progress. 
Prof. Burton Kreitlow and his 
helpers studied 19 areas where 
background of faith and culture 
were similar md 19 other neigh­ 
borhoods where there was a wider 
mixture of ancestry and religion. 
Mixed neighborhoods they found, 
take more kindly to such school 
practices as complete hot lunches, 
modern art, music, recreation and 
adult evening classes. They are 
more eager to adopt improved 
farming practices 
and 
to join 
groups promoting them. 
“Our r e s e a r c h in Wisconsin 
sho#$ that both farmers and farm­ 
ers’ wives in mixed background 
neighborhood have had more years 
of schooling than like groups in 
common background n e i g h b o r - 
hoods,” Kreitlow said. 
“They believe also that boys and 
girls should complete more years 
of formal schooling than are con­ 
sidered desirable by those in homo­ 
geneous neighborhoods,” he said.

Coexistence-Russian Style 


Life Is Tense Along The Iron Curtain

RETZ, AUSTRIA 
The guide said: “For God’s sake 
don’t go any farther, or you’ll draw 
their fire.” His voice showed the 
tension of life along the Iron Cur­ 
tain. 
After a visit at Retz, a pictur­ 
esque border town, the guide, a 
prominent local citizen, had offer­ 
ed to show a reporter the way 
down the road to the border be­ 
tween the free 
and Communist 
worlds. It is not a “curtain” at 
all; it is a wall. 
It is along this line that the Reds 
constantly rub shoulders with the 
West, and where it can be seen at 
first hand what the Communists 
mean by the “coexistence” they 
so often espouse as the way to 
ease 
international 
strain 
a n d 
stress. 
The reporter had stepped across 
the path and up on a large red- 
and-white - painted stone to draw 
the stiff warning from the guide. 
The stone marks the Austro-Czech 
frontier. 


DOWN ACROSS the border a 
Czech village was lifeless and de­ 
caying. 
Behind 
the 
crumbling 
farmhouses stood the watchtowers, 
stark against the gray autumn 
skies, each protected by a thick 
hedge of barbed wire. 
“That’s 
where the 
minefields 
start,” the guide explained, point­ 
ing to the towers. “And down there 
in front of you, at the edge of the 
village, you can see two of the 
new strongpoints built last year by 
Czech army engineers.” Through 
binoculars the strongpoints appear­ 
ed to be outsized haystacks. 
“I can see you’re no farmer,” 
the guide scoffed. “That hay is 
only camouflage. The engineers 
were no farmers either, for look 
around you at the fields and tell 
me where all that hay comes from. 
They brought it up in trucks and 
spent weeks thatching the things.” 
The guide was plainly growing 
more and more nervous. “They can 
see up plainly from the towers,” he 
said. “The Czech guards are upon 
you before you know where you 
are.” 
“But we’re not on Czech terri­ 
tory.” 
“That doesn’t worry the Czechs. 
You see, for every civilian they 
catch in the frontier area, the gov­ 
ernment pays them a reward and 
a little thing like a frontier isn’t 
going to stop them from earning 
as much as they can that way. 
“Farmers who have their vine­ 
yards near the border,” he went 
on, “have to be very careful when 
they are harvesting the grapes at 
this time of the year, and always 
keep a weather eye open for Czech 
guards on the prowl. Several times 
they have come across the border 
and carried off a careless farmer 
who forgot to keep a good lookout, 
just for the money.” 


FOR FOUR or five weeks, noth­ 
ing is heard from these cold war 
victims. Then, “quiet suddenly,” 
the guide explained, "their rela­ 
tives will get a note from the 
Czech legation in Vienna to say 
that they will be set free on pay­ 
ments of a lump sum for the cost 
of their board and lodging.” 
Retz is a town well used to life 
under such pressure. In World War 
II, the Nazi* heard of the large 
cellars built under the town square 
to house the plentiful local wine. 
The German conquerors decided to 
build a munitions plant in this 
cave, and were completing t h e 
blueprints when the Third Reich 
collapsed. 
' In May 1945. the Russians oc­ 
cupied the town and also discover­ 
ed the cellars. Tliese conquerors, 
the guide recounted, spent a great 
deal of time underground drinking 
the wine. They also found the laby­ 
rinth useful for breaking i n t o 
houses they wished to loot. During 
this period, the residents had to 
barricade their cellars as well as 
the front doors. 


IN THIS ERA cf the Iron Cur­ 
tain, the perils of border life are 
frightening and unending. 
An instance was the news which 
recently reached the town that two 
Czechs had braved the minefields 
in a dash for freedom. One had 
stepped on a mine, crippling a leg, 
but the other had helped him strug­ 
gle across the border and to a 
main road near the town. A pass­ 
ing truck driver rushed the serious­ 
ly wounded man to a hospital in 


the Western zone of Vienna. 
The Russian authorities speedily 
demanded an “explanation” why 
the 
driver 
hadn’t 
immediately 
turned the two men over to the 
nearest Red army unit. This type 
of Soviet demand invariably bears 
the implied threat of reprisals. 
The Retz authorities had decid­ 
ed to take the risk. With regrets, 
they said they had been “unable 
to establish the identity of t h e 
driver.”

Operation Rain 
The rain that falls on golf cours­ 
es, 
parched 
lands 
and 
loaded 
clotheslines has character. 
And a group of international 
scientists has gathered in Hawaii 
to do a character study and analy­ 
sis of the temperamental r a i n ­ 
drops. The study known as “oper­ 
ation shower” is a study of warm 
rainfall. 
The project is unique in tw o 
ways. Ifs the first intensified study 
of what causes warm rainfall, and 
ifs a sort of a bring-your-own- 
bottle party, as all the scientists 
involved have lugged their own 
equipment and instruments to Ha­ 
waii. The Australians even brought 
their own airplane. 
Some 25 meteorologists are tak­ 
ing part in the two-month study, 
the most intensive ever undertak­ 
en into the causes of warm rain­ 
fall. 
The island of Hawaii was se­ 
lected by the scientists because of 
the frequency of rain, accessibility 
and facilities needed in the re­ 
search program. 
Dr. E. Eriksson, chemist of the 
University of Stockholm’s Insti- 
ue of Meteorology, explained that 
there have been numerous studies 
made of “cold rainfall” — rain 
from clouds part of which are cold­ 
er than freezing. 
“However,” Dr. Eriksson said, 
“not too much is known about the 
causes, and properties of “warm 
rainfall” and we hope to learn 
much during our stay in Hawaii.” 
The weather experts are using a 
Royal Australian Air Force DC-3 
which was sent to Hawaii with its 
entire crew to aid in the project. 
Two other planes are also being 
used in the operations. 
The weathermen hope to deter­ 
mine during their studies whether 
it is feasible to seed clouds from 
the ground, using updrafts to car­ 
ry rain-making chemicals i n t o 
cloud 
formations. 
Hundreds 
of 
rainfall samples have been taken 
as well as measurements, weights 
and chemical composition of the 
rainwater.

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Running True To Form 
Russia's latest proposal for a European secur­ 
ity conference embracing as many as 30 coun­ 
tries is not fooling anyone because it was made 
in obvious bad faith. 
United States will consult with its allies and 
those who claim to be cold war “neutrals," 
but there isn’t a chance of acceptance, and even 
if there were, the likelihood of a favorable 
climate for successful discussions is remote, 
indeed. 
European security is something every free 
nation would cherish, but only now, after all 
these years of fear and uneasy peace, do the 
Reds come forward with a gesture to achieve 
it. 
And it is stacked because the Communists 
have a motive. They are confronted with the 
strong possibility that German rearmament will 
soon become a reality and they would like to 
scare the teetering French into blocking it. 
If there is one thing that the free world has 
learned it is that you can’t deal with the Reds 
from a point of weakness. 
Like a starving man at the festive board, 
they will gobble up everything in sight with no 
sense of justice or regard for the rights of 
others. 
Secretary of State Dulles is trying to get 
the Atlantic Alliance ratified before giving any 
serious thought to discussions with the Soviet 
Union. 
Then, and then only, can we go into a con­ 
ference with potent bargaining weapons and the 
strength of unity on our side. 
It is our guess that Russia will not be nearly 
so anxious to talk European security after the 
die on German rearmament has been cast. She 
will not then be In the bullying position that 
has been so advantageous to her in the past. 
But the Communist mind is resourceful and 
it is not at all fanciful to expect that some form 
of Iron Curtain bloc will be reactivated as a 
competing influence. 
With differences in the West resolved and a 
rearmed Germany on our side, the Russians 
find it e x p e d i e n t to recognize the 


France’s Formula 
Premier Mendes-France has his own formula 
for fighting communism. 
He wants to make living conditions in France 
and elsewhere in the free world so good that 
the Communists won’t have a chance. 
That’s why, he told President Eisenhower on 
his visit to Washington, he is putting so much 
emphasis on economic reforms in his own 
country. 
Unfortunately, this sort of reform takes money 
—big bundles of it — and that is one of the 
prime reasons for the French premier’s trip to 
the United States. 
He told the Senate, amid loud applause, of 
France’s gratitude for American war and post­ 
war aid, which could be interpreted as a re­ 
sourceful prelude to another touch. 
We feel that Mendes-France has a better 
chance than any of his short-lived predecessors 
to influence France into adapting herself to her 
means instead of indulging in, as he describes 
it, “illusions of grandeur." 
But the big pitch in Mendes-France’s reper­ 
toire is his insistence that the western plowers 
must seize the diplomatic initiative if they are 
to entertain any hope of success in the cold war. 
That is the ultimate goal of mending economic 
fences at home. If the free world starts from 
a position of strength within its own framework, 
it will be better able to achieve a united front 
and thus force peaceful coexistence upon the 
communistic world. 
In short, the dynamic little premier wants to 
win the battle of ideologies by example. 
He wants the free world to learn how to sell 
the great advantages it has to offer. 


A other Link Breaks 
Probably everyone who goes to the movies 
has seen Lionel Barrymore on the screen, but 
younger cinema patrons have seen him only in 
character parts, playing roles of an elderly 
man, usually in a wheelchair—and for a long 
time that Is precisely what he was in real life. 
an old man. crippled, confined to his wheelchair 
but refusing to retire. 
He died the other day at 76, and those famil­ 
iar with the magnificent Barrymore family, and 
its interlinked Drew family, can now murmur 
the usual things about a great stage tradition on 
the way out. John Barrymore, who died some 
years ago, was of course considered the better 
actor, and to be sure Ethel Barrymore sur­ 
passed them both. 
Lionel was papular among his fans, although 
difficult with his associates. He was happiest 
on the stage, but the stage sagged a lot when 
the flickers came in. He always played the 
role of Lionel Barrymore, of course: he couldn’t 
be, or portary, anybody else, and Hollywood 
kept him pretty closely typed so that any real 
acting talents he may have brought from Broad­ 
way had little chance. Hollywood does things 
like that. He got along nicely on his Barrymore 
name and tradition, but added little to them by 
himself.

More On The Subject Of Conformity 


The great profession of public 
relations is engaged in bringing 
pressures upxm all of us to conform 
to notions which each side says 
r e p resent ma­ 
jority opin io n 
If every t i m e 
the phrase “av­ 
erage A rn e r i- 
can" is used one 
knew exa c 11 y 
w h a t w a s 
meant, it surely 
w o uld produce 
the evi d e n c e 
that there is no 
George Sokolsky s u c h creature, 
that most p)eople think for them­ 
selves, more or less, and come to 
the very practical conclusion that 
we can only do the best we can 
in a very troubled and confused 
world. Certainly the recent elec­ 
tion does not provide any guide 
to what the “average American" 
thinks about anything. 


ALAN VALENTINE, who used to 
be President of the University of 
Rochester and has held important 
positions in the government, recent­ 
ly wrote: 
“Good citizens are recognizing 
that deference to popular opinion 
in their highest civic virtue, that 
who questions the wisdom of the 
majority is unworthy of their tol­ 
erance, that private doubts cannot 
be harbored in tlemocratic socie­ 
ty. But there still remain, alas, 
intransigent reactionaries devoted 
to an outworn liberal tradition; 
there are still some self-opinion­ 
ated descendants of Voltaire and 
Thomas Paine, and our universi­ 
ties still give asylum to perverse 
professors who are confirmed ad­ 
dicts of independent thought Were 
it not for them, the nation might 
already have attained full cerebral 
standardization. ’’ 
This I took to be satire because 
it is in an article entitled “A Mod­ 
est Proposal for the Care and Use 
of Subversives,’’ which is a re­ 
minder of Dean Swift’s suggestion 
about eating babies to avoid fa­ 
mine in Ireland. Satirical as these 
sentences may be, the idea does 
prevail among too many of our 
citizens that because a government 
official says something, it is ipso 
facto true and should be accepted. 


THE CITIZEN’S problem, how­ 
ever, is not so much to accept 
judgments as it is to get at facts; 
what he is being fed, even in the 
news, is propaganda from a thou­ 
sand sources. The “self-opinionated 
descendants of Voltaire and Thom­ 
as Paine" need not all be so - 
called liberals; they may be — 
and I think most of them are — 
conservatives who form a minority 
in a world that is moving toward 
socialism. 


After the United States went to 
war, we were all told that we 
must love our ally, Russia. A pro­ 
paganda that reached down to the 
elementary grades in the schools 
told of the wonders of Soviet Rus­ 
sia. Anyone who questioned the 
wisdom of this propaganda w a s 
called a Fascist, pro-Nazi, pro-Ja­ 
panese, a Hitler-defender, an anti- 
Semite. 
Then when the cold war started, 
we were all supposed to change 
our m i n d s like the Rockettes 
change their stops. Suddenly, we 
were told how wicked the Rus­ 
sians really are. Now that “co 
existence” is being thought of as 
a policy, we are supposed to think 
that when Stalin died, and Malen­ 
kov took his place, something sud­ 
denly happened to the Russian 
character and mortality w h i c h 
might make everything different. 
Presumably, when the • Russians 
take their next step in the develop­ 
ment of the Soviet Universal State, 
we shall be asked to change our 
minds again. 


IT IS NOT so long ago that this 
same kind of government propa­ 
ganda was devoted to causing us 
to believe that Chinese Communists 
are not Communists at all but “ag­ 
rarian reformers." 
I never shall forget listening to 
a businessman, who fancies himself 
as a great authority on foreign 
relations, telling me that he had it 
from substantial people that these 
Chinese Communists were not as­ 
sociated with the Russians at all, 
that they were only interested in 
land reform. 
When I told him about my per­ 
sonal experiences with these same 
Chinese Communists, from 1921 to 
1931, he said, “Well, I have it from 
very substantial people that all they 
want is land reform." Then came 
the Korean War. 
There is no greater pressure for 
conformity from the most ardent 
conservatives than from the gov­ 
ernment itself and to one who re­ 
spects the memory of Voltaire and 
Thomas P a i n e all intellectual 
goose-stepping is a mark of moral 
degeneration. 
When a congressional committee 
investigates subversion and espion­ 
age, it is not pressing for con­ 
formity; it is investigating subver­ 
sion and espionage, in which any­ 
one may engage if he is willing 
to risk the consequences of viola­ 
tions of the law. 
There always have been men and 
women who forthrightly and cour­ 
ageously were willing to take that 
risk for what they believed to be 
true without hidding behind the 
Fifth Amendment or any other de­ 
vice.

To The Point Of Absurdity

The present meeting of the Sen­ 
ate on the McCarthy charges sug­ 
gests a convocation of gluttons 
considering the punishment of a 
member for eating too much. If 
any vestige of humor were left in 
that body, someone would rise and 
present a list of so many charges 
against so many senators that the 
whole thing would explode in a 
roar of gusty laughter. 
These people, including Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy, are trying to convince 
people that a group of politicians 
who came up the rocky road of bil­ 
lingsgate, double-talk, slander, and 
abuse can, when sworn in as mem­ 
bers of a body designated by the 
Constitution as the Senate, turn 
themselves into a body of dignified, 
sincere, judicial, and polite states­ 
men. That is asking an overly cre­ 
dulous public just too much. 


WHILE THESE men are of us, 
chosen by us, and represent us, 
and are on average better than 
most of us, most of them have a 
long career behind them of rough 
and tumble campaigns to get elect­ 
ed to various offices. Consider 
what that means. Think of the im­ 
promptu speeches on hot, steamy 
mornings on courthouse steps be­ 
fore a scattering of loafers mixed 
with honest citizens. That is no 
moment for Chesterfieldian man­ 
ners or Burkean language. Things 
have to be overstated or they are 
lost in the murky atmosphere of 
confusion. 
There are always de­ 
mands for ‘give ’em hell’ talk. 
Harry S. Truman knew that and 
won the presidency precisely that 
way. 
Consider the evening meetings in 
village halls with a group of sniv­ 
eling, inattentive youngsters on the 
front seats and a scattering of cit­ 
izens and their wives in the rear— 
with poor lighting, deplorable ven­ 
tilation, and noisy echoes from the 
street and slamming doors in the 
rear. You go through all that if 
you get to be a senator. 


PERHAPS, after a long time, 
when you get established in the 
affections of your state you can be 
dignified, as was the great Sen. 
Borah. But two men of stature 
tried that this year, and after Jan­ 
uary they will be just plain Guy 
Cordon and Homer Ferguson. Cam­ 
paigning against them were plenty 
of people who were willing to wade 
through the mire for the jobs. 
Perhaps the language which is 
being used will 
attributed to 
frayed tempers and overstrain. But 
the whole training of a politician 
hardens him against losing his 
temper. Instead, he keeps his tem­ 
per but simulates anger, just as a 
Garrick simulates grief. 
It isn’t anger that provokes the 


strong talk on both sides of this 
messy affair. It is habit. It is the 
innate nature of people who have 
survived in a politcal life in which 
sensitive souls perish or are driv­ 
en away. 


TO UNDERSTAND what t h i s 
rather strong language of mine 
means, read if you will all of the 
Senate debate on Aug. 2 when Sen. 
Flanders read the charges pre­ 
pared for him by the Committee 
for a More Effective Congress. Mc­ 
Carthy was likened to Hitler and 
at the same time he was pictured 
as aiding the Communist conspir­ 
acy. 
Sen. Lehman in every campaign 
compared his opponents with Nazis 
as long as that term was usable. 
The Senate is getting itself into 
a morass from which it can never 
escape unless it quickly resolves 
this matter. So long as we are 
what we are, and as a consequence 
senators are what they are, strong 
language will be the order of the 
day. Perhaps a motion is in order 
to censure the human race. 
Mixed Groups 
New educational ideas and farm­ 
ing methods are accepted more 
rapidly by communities of mixed 
national and religious backgrounds 
than by those with a common 
heritage and faith. 
That conclusion was reached by 
a University of Wisconsin profes­ 
sor who sent workers ino 38 Wis­ 
consin neighborhoods to find what 
effects religious and racial heri­ 
tage had on general progress. 
Prof. Burton Kreitlow and his 
helpers studied 19 areas where 
background of faith and culture 
were similar md 19 other neigh­ 
borhoods where there was a wider 
mixture of ancestry and religion. 
Mixed neighborhoods they found, 
take more kindly to such school 
practices as complete hot lunches, 
modern art, music, recreation and 
adult evening classes. They are 
more eager to adopt improved 
farming 
practices 
and 
to join 
groups promoting them. 
“Our r e s e a r c h in Wisconsin 
shows that both farmers and farm­ 
ers’ wives in mixed background 
neighborhood have had more years 
of schooling than like groups in 
common background n e i g h b o r - 
hoods," Kreitlow said. 
“They believe also that boys and 
girls should complete more years 
of formal schooling than are con­ 
sidered desirable by those in homo­ 
geneous neighborhoods," he said.

Life Is Tense Along The Iron Curtain 


By Ritchie McEwen 


RETZ, AUSTRIA 
The guide said: “For God’s sake 
don’t go any farther, or you’ll draw 
their fire." His voice showed the 
tension of life along the Iron Cur­ 
tain. 
After a visit at Retz, a pictur­ 
esque border town, the guide, a 
prominent local citizen, had offer­ 
ed to show a reporter the way 
down the road to the border be­ 
tween the free 
and Communist 
worlds. It is not a “curtain" at 
all; it is a wall. 
It is along this line that the Reds 
constantly rub shoulders with the 
West, and where it can be seen at 
first hand what the Communists 
mean by the “coexistence" they 
so often espouse as the way to 
ease 
international 
strain 
a n d 
stress. 
The reporter had stepped across 
the path and up on a large red- 
and-white - painted stone to draw 
the stiff warning from the guide. 
The stone marks the Austro-Czech 
frontier. 


DOWN ACROSS the border a 
Czech village was lifeless and de­ 
caying. 
Behind 
the 
crumbling 
farmhouses stood the watchtowers, 
stark against the gray autumn 
skies, each protected by a thick 
hedge of barbed wire. 
“That’s 
where the 
minefields 
start," the guide explained, point­ 
ing to the towers. “And down there 
in front of you, at the edge of the 
village, you can see two of the 
new strongpoints built last year by 
Czech army engineers.” Through 
binoculars the strongpoints appear­ 
ed to be outsized haystacks. 
“I can see you’re no farmer," 
the guide scoffed. “That hay is 
only camouflage. The engineers 
were no farmers either, for look 
around you at the fields and tell 
me where all that hay comes from. 
They brought it up in trucks and 
spent weeks thatching the things." 
The guide was plainly growing 
more and more nervous. “They can 
see up plainly from the towers," he 
said. “The Czech guards are upon 
you before you know where you 
are." 
“But we’re not on Czech terri­ 
tory." 
“That doesn’t worry the Czechs. 
You see, for every civilian they 
catch in the frontier area, the gov­ 
ernment pays them a reward and 
a little thing like a frontier isn’t 
going to stop them from earning 
as much as they can that way. 
“Farmers who have their vine­ 
yards near the border,” he went 
on, “have to be very careful when 
they are harvesting the grapes at 
this time of the year, and always 
keep a weather eye open for Czech 
guards on the prowl. Several times 
they have come across the border 
and carried off a careless farmer 
who forgot to keep a good lookout, 
just for the money." 


FOR FOUR or five weeks, noth­ 
ing is heard from these cold war 
victims. Then, “quiet suddenly," 
the guide explained, “their rela­ 
tives will get a note from the 
Czech legation in Vienna to say 
that they will be set free on pay­ 
ments of a lump sum for the cost 
of their board and lodging." 
Retz is a town well used to life 
under such pressure. In World War 
II, the Nazi? heard of the large 
cellars built under the town square 
to house the plentiful local wine. 
The German conquerors decided to 
build a munitions plant in this 
cave, and were completing th e 
blueprints when the Third Reich 
collapsed. 
In May 1945, the Russians oc­ 
cupied the town and also discover­ 
ed the cellars. These conquerors, 
the guide recounted, spent a great 
deal of time underground drinking 
the wine. They also found the laby­ 
rinth useful for breaking i n t o 
houses they wished to loot. During 
this period, the residents had to 
barricade their cellars as well as 
the front doors. 


IN THIS ERA of the Iron Cur­ 
tain, the perils of border life are 
frightening and unending. 
An instance was the news which 
recently reached the town that two 
Czechs had braved the minefields 
in a dash for freedom. One had 
stepped on a mine, crippling a leg, 
but the other had helped him strug­ 
gle across the border and to a 
main road near the town. A pass­ 
ing truck driver rushed the serious­ 
ly wounded man to a hospital in 


the Western zone of Vienna. 
The Russian authorities speedily 
demanded an “explanation" why 
the 
driver 
hadn’t 
immediately 
turned the two men over to the 
nearest Red army unit. This type 
of Soviet demand invariably bears 
the implied threat of reprisals. 
The Retz authorities had decid­ 
ed to take the risk. With regrets, 
they said they had been “unable 
to establish the identity of t h e 
driver."

Operation Rain 
The rain that falls on golf cours­ 
es, 
parched 
lands 
and 
loaded 
clotheslines has character. 
And a group of international 
scientists has gathered in Hawaii 
to do a character study and analy­ 
sis of the temperamental r a i n ­ 
drops. The study known as “oper­ 
ation shower" is a study of warm 
rainfall. 
The project is unique in tw o 
ways. Ifs the first intensified study 
of what causes warm rainfall, and 
ifs a sort of a bring-your-own- 
bottle party, as all the scientists 
involved have lugged their own 
equipment and instruments to Ha­ 
waii. The Australians even brought 
their own airplane. 
Some 25 meteorologists are tak­ 
ing part in the two-month study, 
the most intensive ever undertak­ 
en into the causes of warm rain­ 
fall. 
The island of Hawaii was se­ 
lected by the scientists because of 
Hhe frequency of rain, accessibility 
and facilities needed in the re­ 
search program. 
Dr. E. Eriksson, chemist of the 
University of Stockholm’s Insti- 
ue of Metebrology, explained that 
there have been numerous studies 
made of “cold rainfall” — rain 
from clouds part of which are cold­ 
er than freezing. 
“However," Dr. Eriksson said, 
‘not too much is known about the 
causes, and properties of “warm 
rainfall" and we hope to learn 
much during our stay in Hawaii." 
The weather experts are using a 
Royal Australian Air Force DC-3 
which was sent to Hawaii with its 
entire crew to aid in the project. 
Two other planes are also being 
used in the operations. 
The weathermen hope to deter­ 
mine during their studies whether 
it is feasible to seed clouds from 
the ground, using updrafts to car­ 
ry rain-making chemicals i n t o 
cloud 
formations. 
Hundreds 
of 
rainfall samples have been taken 
as well as measurements, weights 
and chemical composition of the 
rainwater.

Tastes In Pies 
Vary According 
To Size Of Town 
CHICAGO — Lemon pie is strict­ 
ly a “big city” dish. In small 
towns it’s just so much meringue. 
That’s the word of one outhority 
who says that, for some unknown 
reason, taste in pies varies accord­ 
ing to the size of the town. 
The only exception is apple pie. 
That’s the No. I favorite anywhere, 
anytime. 
Lemon pie ranks second in the 
taste buds of the big city dwellers 
— those in cities with a popula­ 
tion of 500,000 or more. But then 
it falls flatter as cities get smaller, 
says Ralph S. Herman, director of 
bakery sales for a well-known mill­ 
ing firm. 
In cities from 100,000 to 500,000, 
lemon pie drops to third place be­ 
hind apple and pumpkin. Cherry 
pie wins third place among resi­ 
dents of cities between 10,000 anc 
100,000 with lemon dropping 
fourth. 
When it comes to communities 
under 10,000 lemon is just an “also 
ran.” Berry pies of all kinds take 
over fourth place in these cities. 
Tastes in pies also differ, quite 
naturally in various sections of the 
country. 
New Englanders go for mince 
pie in a big way. Cherry, which 
ranks third nationally, is a grea' 
favorite in the middle-east states 
Pumpkin, the second-ranking pie 
nationally, takes the honors in the 
west-central states. 
Then, too, the time of year 
brings out cravings for certain 
flavors. 
More apple pies are made anc 
eaten in August, September, Octo­ 
ber and November. 
In 
springtime, 
fancies 
turn 
heavily to lemon and chocolate 
pies.* 
The favorites during the fall anc 
early winter are mince and pump­ 
kin.

Cooperative Nursery School Idea Grows 


Except in demonstration schools 
connected with colleges or univers­ 
ities, the tuition cost in a nursery 
school has usually been prohibitive 
to parents of limited income. 
Less expensive nursery schools, 
however, are springing up in many 
areas. They are known as “Parent 
Cooperative Nursery Schools.’* 
Like all good nursery schools, 
parent cooperatives provide f o r 
pre-school children the rich and 
happy experiences they need for 
best development. 
What 
makes 
them different is that parents par­ 
ticipate cooperatively, not only in 
the organization and business end, 
but also under trained guidance in 
the nursery school education of 
their little children. 


THESE COOPERATIVE nurs­ 
eries are usually in session from 
2% to three hours, three to five 
mornings a week, and may be 
housed in a church, recreation cen­ 
ter or private home. 
Usually each mother gives one 
morning a week assisting the teach-

er in charge. She also receives 
training through lectures, discus* 
sions, demonstrations and work­ 
shops. 
Because practically all the staff 
but the one well-trained teacher 
is provided cooperatively, the cost 
is within the reach of many par­ 
ents who otherwise could not af­ 
ford nursery school for their chil­ 
dren. 
Dr. Katharine Whiteside Taylor, 
who has pioneered in this field, has 
just authored “Parent Co-operative 
Nursery Schools.’* She tells how 
they are organized and financed 
by parents, and discusses t h e i r 
value to the participating mothers 
and their children. 


NO LONGER is any good nurs­ 
ery school considered a “parking 
place” for little children, and the 
parent cooperative nursery school 
does much to further parental re­ 
sponsibility, and to cause parents 
to become better pi rents. 
Many young mothers to whom 
a nursery school with a trained 
leader for their tots is unavailable 
work out with a few other mothers 
a more informal play arrangement. 
Here, several mothers take turns 
at caring for the little children 
daily. 
Sometimes homes are alternated 
for the play place. Sometimes only 
one is used, depending on the type 
of facilities available. 
Naturally these mothers often 
talk over the development and 
problems of their children in rela­ 
tion to one another. These parents 
also pool their experiences in se­ 
lection of playthings and other ma­ 
terials, including books from which 
to read to the little child.

U.S. Movies 
Lead In Egypt 


Hold Big Margin 
Over Other Nations 


CAIRO <UP) — Egyptian cen­ 
sors certified 404 foreign films as 
fit to be shown in more than 13,500 
movie houses throughout E g y p t 
during the 12 months ended Oct. 31. 
These movie houses vary from 
Cinemascope-screened, 'air - condi­ 
tioned theaters in Cairo to pro­ 
vincial cinemas where an interval 
takes place every 15 minutes to 
cool off the sole projector a n d 
where, if the audience 
applauds 
enough, they can see the picture 
again. 
Statistics show that the United 
States took the lead in the num­ 
ber of films shown on Egyptian 
screens with 247. Next came Italy 
with 85. 
Sixty per cent of the m o v i e 
rouses in Cairo a n d Alexandria 
show foreign f i l m s around the 
jyear. Ten per cent show Egyptian 


I films and 30 per cent give Egypto- 
1 foreign double feature programs. 
This double feature system was 
tried out in other movies outside 
Cairo and Alexandria but proved a 
failure. 
The Egyptian films, having usu­ 
ally the same old faces acting the 
same old roles, did not find favor 
with the foreign-film public while 
the Egyptian film fans were dis­ 
satisfied because, due to the high 
percentage of illiteracy, they were 
unable to follow even the sub-titled 
films. 
This system was thus abandon­ 
ed. Nowadays, except for regular 
serials, a foreign film is shown oc-

A sales group (Moses Brothers) 
serving as midwest representatives 
for eight housewares manufactur­ 
ers said a composite picture of 
the modern salesman would show 
he is: 
1. Possessor of at least a year 
of college, perhaps the holder of 
a degree in some field well re­ 
moved from direct connection with 
the product he sells. 
2. Experienced in other jobs than 
his own, perhaps having h e l d 
three or four others.

them a phony murder confession 
recently. 
Schottke also was placed under 
further cross examination today by 
one of Sheppard’s lawyers, Fred 
W. Garmone. 
Referring to an interview Schott­ 
ke had with Dr. Sheppard July 31, 
Garmone asked if it concerned 
various degrees of homicide. He 
continued: 
“Did you say to him that ‘If you 
give us a confession, we’ll recom­ 
mend that the charge against you 
be manslaughter?* ** 
“No, sir,” replied Schottke after 
stating he had no right to make 
such a recommendation. 
“Did he say to you, ‘Would you 
be willing to accept a confession 
from an innocent man?* **, Gar­ 
mone continued. 
“No, sir,’’ the detective said. 
Garmone also attempted to show 
that Dr. Sheppard offered to take 
a lie detector test as long as Hie 
Cleveland Police Department did 
not conduct it. 
He had already been accused of 
the slaying by Schottke. 
The detective said he did not re­ 
call any such conversation. 
Garmone at one point again 
raised the question of footprints on 
the beach outside the Sheppard 
home the morning of the slaying. 
Schottke said his attention was 
called to a woman’s bare footprint 
and to two or three other sets of 
footprints nearby. 
“And you did nothing about eith­ 
er footprints?** Garmone asked. 
“Myself, 
no 
sir,’’ 
replied 
Schottke. 
“Your failure to do anything 
about the footprints you saw, did 
that make you fearful you’d have 
to retract the statement you had 
made to Sam Sheppard that ‘I 
think you killed your wife, Mari­ 
lyn’?’* 
“No, sir,** Schottke told him. 
Garmone brought out that on 
more than one occasion 
after 
Schottke 
had 
interrogated 
Dr. 
Sheppard, another team of police 
interrogators had moved in behind 
him. 
However, state objections pre­ 
vented Garmone from determining 
whether this was a pre-arranged 
plan to grill Dr. Sheppard around 
the clock in an effort to obtain a 
confession. 
Police were becoming increasing­ 
ly skeptical of the account volun­ 
teered by the man that he thinks

a burglar buddy may have mur­ 
dered Marilyn. 
Frail, mild-mannered H e n r y 
Fuehrer, 51, walked into a police 
station in a Cincinnati suburb yes­ 
terday arni announced, “I’ve got 
something on my chest.” 
Then, officers said, he told of 
going to Bay Village on a burglary 
mission the night of July 3 and 
fleeing in panic after he heard 
yells, crsuing and scuffling come 
from behind a house his compan­ 
ion had entered. Pregnant Marilyn 
Sheppard was found bludgeoned to 
death in her bed early in the morn­ 
ing of July 4. 
Fuehrer was brought to Cleve­ 
land today for further questioning 
and to see whether he can identify 
the Sheppard house and a Cleve­ 
land bar in which he said he met 
his companion. He said he knew 
the other man only as “Pal.” 
However, police of St. Bernard, 
another Cincinnati suburb, said 
they doubted the story told by 
Fuehrer. 
Police Sgt. Edward Kuderer said 
the same man went to St. Bernard 
headquarters on Nov. 5 and told 


officers he had killed a man in 
Chicago about last July ll. 
The FBI investigated, according 
to Kuderer, and Fuehrer was re­ 
leased on Nov. ll when no such 
crime could be found. 
Kuderer said he thought Fuehrer 
is a publicity seeker. 
Dr. Sheppard, on trial for his 
life, has contended his wife was 
killed by a tall, bushy-haired man 
who twice knocked him uncon­ 
scious in a battle that raged 
through the house and down an 
outside stairway to the Lake Erie 
beach below it. The state accuses 
the osteopath of bludgeoning her to 
death during a quarrel over his 
affairs with other women. 
Fuehrer described his companion 
as about 6 feet 3, a 200-pounder 
with “heavy, brownish-black hair.” 
Talking to police and reporters 
last night, Fuehrer said he and 
“Pal” drove to Bay Village after 
the other man made this sugges­ 
tion: 
“We’ll go to Bay Village. I know 
where I can get some money. 
There’s plenty of money around 


there. ITI get some if I have to 
knock someone’s head off.” 
They parked “near a lake” and 
the big man went into a house at 
the edge of the water, Fuehrer 
said. 
Then, Fuehrer said, he heard the 
noises, as if coming from the 
beach behind the house, and ran 
away. He hitchhiked back into 
Cleveland. 
Fuehrer was released from the 
Tennessee State Prison at Nash­ 
ville last January after serving a 
term on a burglary conviction. 
Since July 4 he has been in Toledo, 
Detroit, Tennessee and the Cincin­ 
nati area, where he was born. 
Another man was cleared yes­ 
terday of any connection with the 
murder case after taking a lie 
detector test at his own insistence. 
Phillip A. Schilling, of near De­ 
troit, once a patient in a hospital 
where the Sheppard family prac­ 
tices, was brought here to estab­ 
lish his whereabouts the morning 
of July 4. 
Judge Acts Against

CLEVELAND UPI — Lawyers for 
osteopath Samuel H. Sheppard to­ 
day persuaded the judge presiding 
over his murder trial to tighten 
further restrictions on photogra­ 
phers. 
Henceforth, Judge Edward Bly- 


thin ruled, no picture of Dr. Shep­ 
pard and his counsel may be taken 
in the court room at any time. 
Previously photographers were 
permitted to snap pictures of Shep­ 
pard in the court room so long as 
the trial was not in session. 
Defense Counsel William J. Cor­ 
rigan told the judge in some heat 
as the trial resumed this morn­ 
ing he objected to an NBC tele­ 
vision camera set up in front of 
the Criminal Courts Building. 
As he has done time and again, 
he demanded that the trial be 
moved out of town and postponed. 
The judge overruled him on that 
motion.

1-inch boards are used and 4-inch 
bolts for 2-inch boards. In either 
case, first drill holes %-inch deep, 
using a No. 16 auger bit. Then drill 
holes %-inch in diameter for the 
body of the bolt.

This places it just 
feet above the ground as called for 
in the regulations, and makes the 
basket rim just IO feet above the 
ground, as required. As in the oth­ 
er parts of the assembly, the joints 
are all fastened with carriage 
bolt, using 6-inch bolts where the 
2 by 4’s join the posts, and 4- 
inch bolts to fasten the frame to 
the backboard cleats. 
Caution: In boring the holes in 
the posts, be sure they do not cross 
each other. Bore one set slightly 
beneath the other. Similarly on the 
backboard cleats, stagger the holes 
so the bolts will not interfere with 
each other.

The completed rack should be 
sanded and the nail holes filled 
with plastic wood.

4 Basic Styles 


Steel Cabinets Fit 
Efficiently Into 
Any Chosen Layout 


There are four basic patterns 
for kitchen floor plans and regard­ 
less of the one you select, steel 
kitchen cabinets can be fitted effi­ 
ciently and economically into the 
layout. 
Variations of all types can be 
found, of course, because of the 
architectural limitations of some 
homes, but the f o u r primary 
kitchen plans are the U, L, one- 
wall or I, and parallel-wall or cor­ 
ridor layouts. . 
The U-shape kitchen 
arranges 
the m ajor appliances, storage and 
work surfaces along three walls, 
the L-shape plan along just two 
adjacent walls.

Foundation Bolts Urged 
In Home Construction

Among the many small i t e m s 
which are being left out of some 
houses being built today, we find 
the essential foundation bolts. 
One does not have to be a ’build­ 
ing expert, engineer or architect 
to realize that there should be 
some provision for fastening the 
house to the ground upon which it 
is built. Nevertheless, more than 
50 per cent of the small frame 
houses being built do not h a v e 
these bolts. A recent inspection of 
areas, which had been devastated 
by a hurricane, showed that the 
houses sustaining the g r e a t e s t 
amount of damage were t h o s e 
which were built without ties to the 
foundation. Those which were prop­ 
erly fitted weather the storm. 
No m atter how small a house or 
other structure may be, it should 
have bolts set in the foundation 
and coming up through the sill as 
illustrated. 
When this is done, the sill is tied 
to the foundation in a solid man­ 
ner and the frame of the house 
which is spiked to the sill has a 
firm connection with the ground. 
Bolts should be a half-inch thick 
and eight inches long and i r o n 


washer dropped over the end after 
the sill is set over them. Then 
nut turned down hard over the 
washer. 
The bolts should be spaced aboil 
two feet from corners and then 
at intervals of eight feet for the 
average house. Aside from actual­ 
ly securing a house to the ground 
these bolts prevent a house shak 
ing or moving during s e v e r e 
gales. 
The thumbnail sketch s h o w s 
clearly how the bolts are bedded 
in the foundation, come up through 
the sill and are fastened down over 
it. The cost of a bolt, washer and 
nut is about 25 cents. 
It takes about one minute to set 
each one in a new foundation of 
poured concrete. In cement or cin- 
derblock foundations they can be 
set in the hollow of a block and 
concrete troweled in around them. 
If you want anything to stay where 
you build it: use them.

Savings Gted 


Specialist Stresses 
Other Values Too 


Not only do storm windows help 
reduce fuel bills, but they make 
homes more comfortable, d r a f t 
free and healthier places in which 
to live, according to Gordon Orbe- 
sen, heating and air conditioning 
specialist of the Libbey - Owens - 
Ford Glass Co. 
Orbesen says storm windows help 
reduce fuel bills by as much as 
25 to 30 per cent and enlarge the 
“living” area of rooms by elim­ 
inating the chilly zones around sin­ 
gle-glazed windows. But to be real­ 
ly effective they must fit the win­ 
dow casing snugly. 
It is the pocket of air between 
the storm sash and the inner win­ 
dow which provides the insulation, 
according to the heating specialist. 
Ideally, this should be a space 
of dead, dehydrated air like that 
between the panes of Thermopane 
insulating glass, a double paned 
window made up of two panes of 
glass hermetically sealed with a 
metal-to-glass bond. 
Although such complete sealing 
is impossible with storm sash, Or­ 
besen says they can be fitted tight­ 
ly by using weather stripping or 
calking. If calking is used, how­ 
ever, Orbesen advises waxing the 
edge of the storm window and the 
window casing so the calking will 
not adhere to the wood and make 
removal difficult.

If it does 
not, place hygroscopic salts in the 
closet. That will dry the air, elim­ 
inating the cause of mildew. 
An alternative, if the condition is 
not severe, is to keep a light burn­ 
ing in the closet constantly.

moths, line the closet with aro­ 
matic red cedar, available at lum­ 
ber dealers. Moths loathe t h e 
fragrance of cedar and avoid it as 
much as oossible.

Glass Blocks 
Gain In Favor 
For Building 


Material Appears 
To Be Catching On 
After Slow Start

Architects, builders and h o m e 
modernizers are now doing things 
with glass blocks that make you 
wonder what was the m atter with 
this fascinating building material 
when it first came out. 
Apparently the m atter was that 
glass blocks were just about 20 
years ahead of their time. It takes 
us a while to catch on to such 
seemingly contradictory ideas as 
glass giving us more privacy in 
our homes, glass giving us light 
without heat, or light without a 
view, and so on. 
Yet in some houses, built be­ 
fore World War II, where t h e s e 
glistening hollow bricks of glass 
were used in the walls, the own­ 
ers say they still like them fine 
In the meantime, most of us have 
had a chance to get acquainted 
with glass blocks, maybe having 
purchased one or two that were 
open on one end to serve as mas­ 
sive modern flower vases. 
In view of all the sensible uses 
now being made of this material 
ifs probably just as well that we 
didn't go overboard in a hurry and 
wind up with some new kind of 
gingerbread results. 
The ease with which glass block 
can be used for interior partitions 
and room dividers is one of its 
established advantages. For indoor 
installation, w h e r e no moisture 
problem is involved, you can erect 
a wall of glass block without any 
mortar. 
Ready - made special strips of 
wood take the place of mortar. By 
using wedges, you can build a solid 
and lasting panel or partition with 
this “set-in-wood” method as easi­ 
ly as playing with Junior’s build­ 
ing blocks. 
And a nice thing about this is that 
you can change your mind, take 
the wall apart and put it up some 
other place whenever you’re in the 
mood for exercise. 
An indoor partition of this type 
is especially h a n d y where you 
don’t want to cut off light, such 
as in finishing an attic, where it 
becomes expensive to add more 
dormer windows. Or if you have a 
long kitchen and want to cut off 
one end for a dining nook, glass 
block will keep the place lighted 
and still give you as firm a separa­ 
tion as studs, lath, plaster and wall­ 
paper. 
Prismatic and f i l t e r e d glass 
blocks are among some of the most 
interesting. These reflect and dif­ 
fuse light, reduce heat transfer and 
even bend light rays. In s c h o o l 
rooms, where a maximum of light 
without glare is mandatory, pris­ 
matic glass blocks have been used 
for south and west walls to bend 
the sunlight upward against t h e 
ceiling. 
In homes these tricky b l o c k s 
have opened new opportunities for 
the use of skylights. It used to be 
that a skylight acted like a green­ 
house and made a room swelter in 
summer, while it leaked heat like 
a sieve in winter. The use pf pris­ 
matic glass blocks in place of win­ 
dow panes has brought a big 
change. 
The prisms reflect h e a t and 
glare from the summer sun, while 
they admit the cooler north light. 
In winter, when the sun is low in 
the sky the blocks accept and trans­ 
mit a high percentage of the heat 
rays. 
To build a glass block panel in 
the outer wall of a house, all the 
handyman needs is a mason’s trow­ 
el, a brush, some ready - mixed 
m ortar and asphalt emulsion. 
Supposing you want to block off 
the view of a window without sacri­ 
ficing its light, the window open­ 
ing, after removal of the sash, can 
be used for the panel. 
Any new 
opening must be bridged over with 
a header to eliminate overhead 
weight, the same as you would do 
for a window. 
Here are the three simple steps 
in installation: 
Brush a good thick coat of as 
phalt emulsion on the w i n d o w 
framing. 
Lay the glass block in m ortar in 
much the same manner as other 
masonry, 
making 
your 
m ortar 
joints y4-inch thick. Tool the mort­ 
ar to a smooth finish in all joint 
faces. 
d e a n the face of the block be 
fore the m ortar hardens. Leave a 
space at the top of the panel for 
expansion and calk this space as

well as the sides and bottoms to as­ 
sure weathertightness. 
There’s one thing to remember 
— you can’t cut glass block. So 
plan your panel sizes in accord­ 
ance with the block sizes and their 
mortar joints. 
Asphalt e m u l s i o n , prepared 
mortar mix and calking compound 
can be obtained from any building 
supply d e a l e r handling glass 
block. 


Town’s Residents Will 
Move To New Location 
POLLOCK, S. D. — The whole 
population of this town of 200 will 
move next summer into a 
new 
town. 
The new town will be about a 
mile south of the present one and 
will be a big improvement over the 
present town. 
The present townsite w i l l be 
flooded by the waters of the Mis­ 
souri R i v e r when the world’s 
largest earth-rolled dam n e a r 
Pierre, S. D., is completed. 
The new town will be on the wa­ 
ter’s edge—one of only a couple 
of towns along a 200-mile stretch 
of the river that will front on the 
water. 
It will have a water and sewer 
system — something the present 
town doesn’t have. 


Basement Still Favored 
By Most U.S. Families 
CHICAGO (UP) — The Ameri­ 
can family’s “dream home” is 
ranch type, one story with a base­ 
ment, three bedrooms and one and 
a half baths, a magazine survey in­ 
dicates. 
Of 5,500 r e a d e r s surveyed by 
Popular Mechanics, 79.5 per cent 
said they would like a basement, 
despite modern architects who in­ 
sist the basement is a thing of the 
past. 
Slightly more than 60 per cent 
of the persons surveyed specified 
they wanted t h r e e bedrooms in 
their “dream home.” 
Exactly 52 per cent said t h e y 
would like to have 1% baths. 
In the survey, 57.4 per cent of 
the readers said they could pay 
between $10,000 and $15,000, not in­ 
cluding the lot, for their home. 
But c o s t of materials for the 
home they want in the Chicago 
area would be about $9,000 and it 
would cost about $23,350 to have 
the home built by a contractor. 
The Chicago area is one of the 
most expensive in the nation for 
home building. 


Steel Output 
Hits ’54 High 


That Figure In ’55 
Due To Stay Gose To 


CLEVELAND UP—The National 
steel ingot rate continued climbing 
last week to a new 1954 high of 79 
per cent of production capacity, 
and it probably will remain close 
to the figure in 1955 since inventory 
reduction 
is 
about 
over, 
Steel 
magazine said today. 
Consumption of finished 
steel 
this year will be about 71.1 million 
tons, a tonnage exceeded only in 
1950, 1951, and 1953, the weekly 
magazine of metalworking report­ 
ed. 
But because of heavy dipping 
into stockpiles, expecially during 
the first nine months of this year, 
Steel continued, consumption of 
71.1 million tons compares with 
an output of about 63.3 million tons. 
If finished steel were produced 
this year at the rate it was con­ 
sumed, Steel said, an ingot rate 
of 94.8 million tons, or 76 per cent 
of 
capacity, 
would 
have 
been 
needed. 
“Some of the steel company 
analysts have been thinking that 
next year’s steel ingot rate will 
average around 75 per cent of 
capacity,” the magazine said. 
“If the current 79 per cent ingot 
rate accurately reflects business 
conditions, we could expect the 
steel rate next year to range be­ 
tween 75 and 80 per cent of pre­ 
sent capacity.”

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B f JOHN CROSBY 
Uncle Wethbee Touts The Pressure Areas 


One of the best known faces— 
and least known names—in New 
York City is Tex Antoine. To mil­ 
lions of New Yorkers, Antoine is 
M r. Weather. 
For the last five 
years he h a s 
b e e n Uncle 
Wethbee 
on 
WRCA . TV— 
the little man 
who tells New 
Yorkers t h e 
weather f i v e 
nights a week. 
W e a t h e r 
o m s js 
on tele­ 
vision, much bigger than it ever 
was on radio, and Antoine, w h o 
has been a radio announcer for 
IO years, is still surprised to find 
himself an authority on it. 
It was early in 1949 that someone 
at NBC thought of getting a TV 
weather show together, Antoine, 
who used to sketch for fun, was 
asked to draw a figure for the 
show. Over the weekend, he cre­ 
ated Uncle Wethbee, a character 
who somewhat resembles the "Es­ 
quire’* cover man. 
U n c l e Wethbee’s large mous­ 
tache droops in bad weather and 
curls when it clears — an idea An­ 
toine got from a toy donkey he 
had as a child whose tail rose in 
good 
weather 
and 
drooped 
in 
stormy weather. 


AT THE TIME, Antoine knew no 
more about weather than anyone 
else. He hurried down to the Weath­ 
er Bureau to consult Ernest J. 
Christie, the New York weather­ 
man, who gave Antoine so much 
information that his early shows 
sounded 
violently 
authoritative. 
Since then, to his great dismay, 
Antoine has been considered an 
expert. Actually, he takes a rather 
dim view of weather forecasting. 
"The whole trouble with weath­ 
er,” he says, "is semantics. Fair 
weather is a m atter of opinion. If 
two men at the Weather Bureau 
look at the same map, one will 
say ’fair* and one will say ‘partly 
cloudy.’ ” 
, 


ANTOINE POINTS OUT that the 
main purpose of the Weather Bu­ 
reau is to compile records on 
weather; forecasting is a sort of 
sideline. P art of his job, Antoine 
feels, is to get people to under­ 
stand that you can’t expect too 
much 
from 
weather 
forecast­ 
ers. "You wouldn’t ask the doctor 
whether you’d be well by 1:30, 
would you? Well, weather isn’t 
even as exact as that. 
“People expect weather to be a 


sure thing — and I explain that it 
can’t be. A weather forecaster is 
like a good bookie. You tout the 
weather — and give the odds. 
After five years of TV forecast­ 
ing, Antoine — in the minds of the 
public — is far more the weather­ 
man than the experts at Battery 
Place—except to Antoine. "Weath­ 
er," he says pessimistically, "is 
something you never see coming 
You only know it’s been here after 
it’s gone. By the time the man in 
Allentown, Pa., says there’s a front 
heading for New York, it may be 
past New York." 


HOWEVER, HE SAYS that his 
listeners understand this. If he 
forecasts 
rain 
at noon 
and 
it 
doesn’t rain until 6, they seem to 
understand that a weather mass 
got slowed down somewhere. Or, 
if they don’t, they understand it 
when he explains it the next day 
They don’t, in short, get mad 
and blame it on the "weather­ 
man.” Of course, he does get a 
few odd phone calls. One woman 
telephoned and said: "I hate to 
bother you but I’m giving a very 
important tea three weeks from 
now and I must know if it’s going 
to be clear." 
Antoine’s own name has never 
been used on the show; to his Us 
teners he is Uncle Wethbee and 
moppets, who bump into him on 
the street, yell "Hi Unk" at him 
and ask him what’s the weather 
going to be like. 


ANTOINE TALKS to the Weath­ 
er Bureau twice a day, just before 
his 6:30 forecast and before his 
11:10 shown and he’s proud of the 
fact that his forecast is as up to 
the minute as possible. S o m e 
weather reports on TV are as much 
as 14 hours old. 
"In ten years as a radio an 
nouncer, I’ve plugged many prod­ 
ucts — but this four and a half 
minutes dominates my whole life, 
I find," he says. 


Inventor Dies 
CLEVELAND UFI — Charles F. 
Root, Cleveland engineer and in­ 
ventor, died yesterday at 79. He 
had been chief engineer for the 
Chandler A Price Co., printing 
press manufacturers, for the past 
37 years. He perfected many pat­ 
ented improvements, including an 
automatic feed and developments 
of a curbed platen printing press. 


In the last decade, fire has killed 
more than 100,000 p e r s o n s and 
burned or disfigured many h u n ­ 
dreds of thousands more.

Road Funds 
Are Increased 


Made Available To 
States Under ’54 Aet 


MIAMI, Fla. UFI—Federal funds 
available to the states on a match­ 
ing basis for highway construction 
were -almost doubled by the Feder­ 
al Highways Act of 1954, the au­ 
thor of the act said today. 
Rep. J. Harry McGregor (R- 
Ohio, headed a seven-man group of 
congressmen making a four-day in­ 
spection trip of Florida’s public 
roads. 
The group left today for Key West 
to inspect the Overseas Highway. 
It will return here tonight and will 
go out again tomorrow oq other in­ 
spection trips. 
McGregor said that under the 
highways act, all the money pro­ 
duced by the two-cent per gallon 
federal tax on gasoline would be 
made available to the states on a 
dollar for dollar matching basis. 
The tax is expected to produce $966 
million. 
"Before this, only about half of 
this income was used for road pur­ 
poses," McGregor said. "But now, 
all of it will be available." 
"It will be the first time people 
who pay the two-cent tax on gaso­ 
line will get back every cent they 
put into it—and then some." 
McGregor said his group, made 
up of members of the House Com­ 
mittee on Public Works, w o u l d 
wind up its inspections here by 
Thursday.

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Could Resume Study In ’55 
Senate Failure To Vote 
On McCarthy Won’t End It 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON OC — Failure of 
the Senate in 1954 to reach a vote 
on censuring Sen. M c C a r t h y 
wouldn’t necessarily end the mat* 
ter. 
The Senate could resume 
ftudy of the problem as soon as 
the Democrats took over Congress 
in 1955. 
It could be done by a simple 
majority vote on a resolution next 
year to take up McCarthy’s case 
again. No doubt McCarthy’s Sen­ 
ate friends would fight it. 
Such a fight could delay the new 
Senate’s 
legislative 
work 
f o r 
weeks. More time would be used 
if a majority approved the reso­ 
lution and, in due course, got 
around to debating censure again. 
A week ago the Senate seemed 
to have sufficient time to reach a 
vote. It came back Nov. 8 to con­ 
sider censure and had until its 
deadline of Dec. 24 to finish up. 
But last week, after McCarthy 
went to the hospital with a bruised 
elbow and Congress’ official doctor 
said he would not be fit to return 
to the Senate for at least IO days, 
the Senate recessed until Nov. 29.

there’s no vote by then, there can 
be none in 1954. Several of Mc­ 
Carthy’s friends have said there 
will be no effort to prevent a de­ 
cision this year. 
It’s anybody’s guess what the 
Senate will do if McCarthy or a 
doctor says he can’t inturn Nov. 
29. 
This is why the Senate must vote 
by Dec. 24 or not at all in 1954: 
Any legislation — a resolution 
comes under that head —* offered 
in a Congress, ends with that Con­ 
gress. It does not carry over into 
the next Congress. 
On Aug. 2 the present Senate 
approved a resolution — No. 301 — 
setting up a select committee to 
consider charges that McCarthy’s 
conduct should be censured. The 
committee was headed by Sen. 
Watkins IR-Utah). 
Any action the present Senate 
took on Resolution No. 301 would 
have to be completed before the 
84th Congress took over. If the 
84th wanted to resume the McCar­ 
thy case, it could do so only by a 
new resolution. 
On Aug. 20, with its business 
finished for the year, the House 
adjourned. It could not return un­ 
less President Eisenhower called 
it back in special session. But on 
Aug. 20 the Senate was far from 
finished. 
It would have to consider censure 
for McCarthy if the Watkins com­ 
mittee recommended that, as it did 
later. So House and Senate agreed 
that the latter could go on work­ 
ing but no later than Dec. 24. 
The Senate could not continue 
debate on McCarthy beyond Dec. 
24 unless the House came back and 
voted approval. Eisenhower would 
hardly call a special session just 
for that. 
But next year’s Senate could 
pick up the problem of censuring 
McCarthy if a senator introduced 
a resolution to do so and a major­ 
ity approved.

Ex-Gty Manufacturer 
Dies At Parkersburg 


George O. Anderson, 77, of Park­ 
ersburg, a former East Liverpool 
electric porcelain manufacturer, 
died suddenly of a heart attack 
Saturday at 2:30 p. rn. in a Park­ 
ersburg hospital. 
Mr. Anderson, owner of the Su­ 
perior Porcelain Co. and a director 
in the Porcelain Products Co., both 
of Parkersburg, left East Liver­ 
pool about 40 years ago. 
In East Liverpool, he was one of 
the owners of the General Porce­ 
lain Co., which operated a plant 
on Boyce St. He also manufactured 
electric porcelain in the plant at 
the foot of Market St. which was 
known for many years as the Riv­ 
erside Knob Works. He left East 
Liverpool about 1915 when the Gen­ 
eral Porcelain Co. was merged 
with a similar business in Parkers­ 
burg.

Old Paintings. 
Placed On Display 
COOPERSTOWN, N. Y. (UP) — 
The Farmers’ Museum has p u t 
on display what is considered one 
of the most unusual collections of 
paintings found in this country in 
recent years. 
The 13 paintings were part of 
a “traveling exhibit” more t h a n 
IOO years ago. For hundreds of up­ 
state New Yorkers of the time, this 
“Unparelleled Exhibition of O il 
Paintings, Embracing Landscapes, 
Historical Scriptural and Tragical 
scenes” was their introduction to 
the “art world.” 
Done in oil on bedticking and at­ 
tached in long wooden rollers, four 
of the paintings depict the mur­ 
ders of four members of a Cayuga 
County family in 1846 by an in­ 
sane criminal. Five are religious 
scenes, with many of the Biblical 
characters dressed like central New 
York country folk if the 1840’s. 
Four other paintings depict his­ 
torical scenes — “The Escape of 
General Putnam from the British,” 
“The Murder of Jane McCrea,” 
“General G e o r g e Washington’s 
Headquarters at Newburgh” a n d 
“The Burning of an American Cap­ 
tive at the Stake.” 
The paintings were commissioned 
by George J. Mastin, phrenologist, 
tailor, storekeeper and farmer of 
the village of Genoa, who carted 
them about the countryside as part 
of a show. This also included sen­ 
timental and comic singing, double 
clog dance and a lecture by Mastin 
on phrenology. 
The paintings are in strong col­ 
ors and of the bold primitive type, 
authorities say. They possibly were 
done by carriage or sign painters. 
The collection was acquired, still 
in its traveling box, from Mastin’s 
granddaughter, Mrs. George Miller 
of Auburn, N. Y. The paintings, 
authorities add are well preserved 
and clear.

Search For Gold 
Gives Boost To 
Town’s Business 
BURTON, Wash. (UP) — Resi- 
dents of this Vashon Island com­ 
munity have been searching for 
“Lemai’s gold” for 75 years. 
I 
Lemai was an Indian woman 
who apparently didn’t think much. 
of her son-in-law, a big, bluster­ 
ing Swedish logger named Lara 
Hanson. Lemai was a well-to-dct 
woman and among her possessions 
she had a bag of gold pieces, mint­ 
ed by the government and worth: 
at that time in the neighborhood 
of $800. The coins now would be 
worth about $1,380. 
Lemai’s daughter, Katie, loved 
Lars, but Lar’s main interest in 
the girl was the mother’s gold. 
Wise old Lemai realized this 
when she went to live in Lars' 
home, and didn’t take her gold 
with her. She was supposed to have 
buried it somewhere along Judd 
Creek not far from the stream’s 
mouth. 
Not long after she hid her gold, 
Lemai became sick and died sud­ 
denly without having disclosed the 
location of her horde. 
For 75 years, many persons have 
searched for the gold. Judd Creek’s 
banks have taken on the atmos­ 
phere of the Cocos Islands. Treas- 
ure-seekers from all parts of Puget 
Sound anchor their boats off the 
mouth of the stream and start 
slinging picks and shovels. Even

Merchants of this area think it 
would be a good thing if the gold 
were never found. In the summer, 
when the gold-searching season is 
at its best, they do a thriving busi­ 
ness from the . treasure-hunters. 
Most of them will admit, however, 
that they too have been down there ' 
digging just like their customers.

The cleanliness of Belgium’s an­ 
cient cities and small towns puts 
America’s newer metropolises to 
shame. The grime of time has left 
a pleasant patina of age upon 
ancient buildings, but the streets 
and sidewalks are spotlessly clean. 
Memo to any American mayor: 
Why not send the head of your 
local department of sanitation over 
here on an inspection trip to find 
out how the Belgians do it? 


Belgium, more densely crowded 
than China, is plagued at present 
by 
considerable 
unemployment. 
But there is practically no emigra­ 
tion from the country. 
The hard - working Belgian, if 
he is out of a job, prefers to stick 
it out until times improve. But 
there is no beggary. 
In New York you see plenty of 
street panhandlers every day. In 
a week here I haven’t encountered 
one. 


The loneliest Belgian alive is 
perhaps former King Leopold, who 
abdicated in favor of his son, Bau- 
douin. He never appears in public 
here, spends much of his time 
abroad. 
The resentment of his people, 
stirred by Leopold’s wartime re­ 
m arriage while his country was 
occupied by the Germans, has 
died down. 
“ We are indifferent to him as 
long as he stays out of sight,” 
said one Belgian. 
Young bachelor King Baudouin 
himself has aroused little enthusi­ 
asm. 
“ The King never smiles in pub­ 
lic,” complained one Belgian. “He 
smiles only when he is with his 
father, Leopold, and his stepmoth­ 
er. He is too much under their 
control. He cares more for them 
than he does for his people.” 
Whether this is true or not, most 
Belgians regard their royal family 
more with apathy than pride.

The Columbia Broadcasting Sys­
